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Superior Court District Boundary Changes Eyed

Decisions on several Su­ 
perior Court district boun­ 
dary changes are very closr. 
and the changes could have' 
an important effect on the 
proteges of justice in your 
area.

With a few exceptions. I 
view the propped changes 
as necessary and logical. 
The increased crime rate is 
causing major logjams at 
court facilities across this 
county, and something must 
be done.

Superior Court district

boundaries are being recom­ 
mended by a committee of 
judges serving under Pre­ 
siding Judge Donald Wright. 
This committee's sugges­ 
tions must be approved by 
the Board of Supervisors.

THE COMMITTEE is rec

ommending several key 
changes:

  Relocating the I'alos 
Verdes Peninsula from 
South District (Long Beach) 
to Southwest District (Tor- 
ranee South Bay).

• Moving Culver City

West

Lakewood 
Southeast

from Southwest 
(Santa Monica).

  Relocating 
from Soyth to 
iNorwalk).

In addition, the judges 
have called for a study 
which could lead to forma­ 
tion of a South Central Di-

trict to servo Hie ("umpt'in 
area. I have called lor an 
answer within two weeks so 
that an immediate decision 
can be made.

Time is important, since 
the proposal South (.'"iitral 
District probably would lie 
headquarliMcd in the Comp-

ton Civic Center, and nego­ 
tiations leading to final de­ 
termination on what goes in- 
tn the Civic Center arc near- 
nit; umipletion.

I HAVE been on record 
in favor of a court district 
for the Cotnpton area and 
am delighted the judses 
have seen fit to call for   
feasibility .midy. I am  n 
hopes that the recommendt- 
tion will be positive.

I mentioned this Is another 
column but it bares repeat­ 
ing. Traffic is most alwaysl 
b;id. but during the month of 
December its worse than aw­ 
ful. Not only do you have 
trouble driving, but parking 
is a real mess.

I received a lettrr the | 
other day from a woman whol 
recently moved to Glendale 
from New York. She wanted 
to know why the bus fares 
were so high, when she could 
rido almost any where in 
New York for 20c. I can un­ 
derstand her concern, espe­ 
cially if she were never in I 
California, but this is what 1! 
told her. The RTD is the last 
remaining major transporta­ 
tion system in the United 
States that operates entirely 
out of fare box revenue. New- 
York is able to maintain a 
low fare because the system 
is subsidized from public 
monies San Francisco, as an 
example, has a 15c fare but 
that system is also subsidized 
by tax dollars. The RTD must 
charge more money to offset 
this public support.

Night racing started at Hoi 
lywood Park November 12

those people who. because of 
their jobs, wives, or numer- 1 
ous other reasons, can't get 
to the park during daylight 
racing. RTD has service from 
Hollywood and las Angeles. 
both local and special. Line

flyers from downtown LA 
will lea\e every 15 minutes 
from 5:10 pm. to 625 pm 
In addition local 5 line serv­ 
ice will operate. From Los 
Angeles, and local 85 line 
service will operate from Hol­ 
lywood.
